ley of Connecticut, by his remarks on 
the industrial army introduced the fol- 
lowing resolution: 


That citizens of the United States 
have a right peaceably to assemble in 
Washington and enter the Capitol 
grounds, or the Capitol itself, and any 
threat of violence to such persons •will 
be a clear violation of their constitu- 
tional rights, and that under a pretense 
of preserving the peace and prevention 
of crime, peaceable and law-abiding 
citizens must not be disturbed in the 
stall and free exercise of their constitu- 
tional rights. 
The debate on this resolution was 


•cmewhat heated. Vest said the peo- 
ple now on their way to Washington 
should be treated as all other citizens 
of the United States. They would be 
protected in their rights but they 
would have to learn to abide by the 
laws of the land, and if Congress for 
one instant compromised with them 
it would open a crevasse that would 
end in a flood o" final destruction 
Wolcott vigorously protested again s 
the resolution. He said he was tirec 
of this talk of a national demonstra 
tion, and he ventured to say thai 
crushed and humiliated as Colorado ii 
by the action of Congress, no man i 
suffering in that State because he can 
not get work. 
He believed the tim 


has come when those who are in pub 
lio life ought to cultivate more regard 
for the perpetuity of Republican m 
stitutions and pander less to that mis 
led portion of the labor vote, whos' 
work is with their throats and nevei 
with their hands. He thought it timi 
we stood up for the right for every 
man to work if he wants to, if it take 
the whole army of the United States fr 
enable him to do so. 


The remarks of Senator Walooit seem 


to be aimed more directly at the strik 
era than at the industrial army. 
Th 


strikers, it is charged, will not wor] 
themselves nor permit others to tak 
their places, and the Senator from Col 
orado would use the whole Unitec 
States army to enable the men who an 
able and willing to work, but canno 
get employment and the Senator from 
Colorado does not prescribe any rem 
edy for their ailment. He certainl; 
would not use bullets and bayonets on 
men because they cannot get employ 
merit. 


It will not do for the representative: 


of the people in Washington to plaj 
the role of demagogues at this critica 
juncture. Statesmanship not partisan 
ism is what is now required of publi 
men. 
There are millions of unem 


ployed men in the country, a few o 
them doubtless from choice, but ( 
large majority of them from necessity 
If, as is alleged by some persons, these 
rien are thrown out of employment 
tL-o" ?h fear of a change in tariff sched 
nlo^, then would it not be wise for 
Congress to let the tariff alone ? If 
on the other hand, as is alleged by oth- 
ers, the present distress is caused by 
the adoption of the gold standard, why 
not remonetize silver and increase the 
volume of money ? All the members 
of the industrial army are not, as Mr 
Walcott alleges, men who labor with 
their throats and never work with their 
hands. A large majority of them, ac- 
cording to report, are men who have 
worked with their hands and now only 
ask opportunity to do so again. Woulc 
it not be wel-1, if it can be accomplished 
by law, to offer them employment a1 
living wages, before they are ordered 
shot ? At present there is no means 
of determining whether they will work 
or not, as they have not been offeree 
employment in any part of the coun- 
try. 


TO SECURK A BETTER CLASS OF 


IMMIGRANTS. 


The National Legislative Committee 


of the O. U. A. M. has sent the JOURNAL 
a copy of House bill 6246, introduced 
by Congressman Stone of Pennsyl 
vania, the full text of which is printed 
in another column. The report of the 
Judiciary Committee, to whom the bil 
was referred, also accompanies the 
measure. 
It 
shows that 
foreign 


countries not only encourage the im- 
migration of paupers and criminals, 
but use public money to pay their ex- 
penses to the United States. This ac- 
counts for the large percentage of for- 
eign inmates of poor houses and pris- 
ons. The object of the bill is to pre- 
vent these undesirable immigrants 
from coming to the United States. 


The bill provides that no alien im- 


migrant shall be admitted within the 
United States unless be or she shall 
exhibit to the United States Inspectors 
of Arriving Immigrants, at the place of 
admission, a certificate signed by the 
United States Consul, or other author- 
ized representative 
of the United 


States, at the place nearest where said 
immigrant last resided, setting forth 
that the said Consul or representative 
has made an investigation concerning 
said immigrant, and that said immi- 
grant does not belong to the class or 
classes of immigrants excluded from 
t' • United States under the provisions 
or the act of Congress, approved March 
3,1891, relative to the importation of 
aliens under contract or agreement to 
perform labor, and it makes it the duty 
of Consuls and United States repre- 
sentatives hi other countries to inves- 
tigate and grant or withhold certifi- 
cates as shall be disclosed under in- 
vestigation. 


There seems to be a general demand 


for legislation of this character. Every 
respectable citizen, whether native or 
naturalized, should 
ba opposed to 


making the United States the dump- 
ing ground for the prisons and poor 
louses of foreign countries. There are 
now several millions more people in 
the United States than can find em. 
ployment, and the number should not 


increased by permitting other na 


tions to send paupers who cannot 
work, and criminals who will not work, 
here. 


The proposed bill excludes no re- 


spectable man or woman, who is able 
and willing to work, from the United 
States. It is not aimed at creed or na- 
tionality, and it works no hardship on 
lonest and industrious persons who 
desire to come to the United States in 
;he hope of bettering their condition, 
as such persons should have no diffi- 
culty in furnishing the Consul or rep- 
resentative of the United States, near- 
est the place where they reside, with 
satisfactory evidence of their respecta- 
bility.

Senator Aldrich Indulges In 


Game of Bluff. 


WASHINGTON, April 27.—The Demo- 


crats in the Senate decided to accepi 
the proposition made by Aldrich to 
vote on the Tariff bill as it came from 
the House at 3 o'clock to-day, Harris 
conferred with the Democratic Senators 
on the, proposition and all agreed to 
allow a vote to be taken. 


W hen asked if the Republicans would 


stand by the proposition he made and 
vote on the Tariff bill to-day Aldrich 
said: " I had no intention of granting 
an option. My proposition was to the 
Senate and not to the Democratic cau- 
cus." 
It therefore seems Aldrich's 


surprising offer was a bluff, which does 
not bind Republicans, and the tariff 
debate was not ended by a vote at 8 p. M. 


The sparring between Harris and Al- 


drich terminated without an agreement 
as to when the vote will be taken. 


Not more than a dozen Senators were 


present when the Senate met at 11 
o'clock. Gallinger of New Hampshire 
interrupted the reading of the journal 
to suggest the absence of a quorum 
Roll was called and thirty-nine Sena- 
tors answered. 


Harris moved in the Senate that the 


tariff bill be taken up. Dubois ob- 
jected, but the motion was passed by a 
vote of 29 to 16. Dolph waived right 
to the floor to Senator Lindsay of 
Kentucky, who spoke in support of the 
tariff, which ho said was infinitely bet- 
ter than the existing law.

WEATHKH 


Storm Waves — One of Considerable force 


Expected — Electrielty.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., April 28. — My last 


bulletin gave forecasts of the storm 
wave to cross the continent from April 
28th to May 2d, and from May 3d to 
7th. 
Tne next will reach the Pacific 


coast about May 8th, cross the western 
mountains by the close of the 9th, 
the Great Central valleys from the 10th 
to 12th, and the Eastern States about 
the 13th. 


Electric storms will be more rmmer- 


our accompanying this disturbance, 
than usual, especially in and west of 
the great central valleys, and the warm 
wave preceding will go to extreme 
heat. This storm should be carefully 
watched, as it will probably develop 
considerable force. 


The warm wave will cross the west- 


ern mountains about the 8th, the great 
central valleys about the 10th, and the 
Eastern States about the 12th. The 
cool wave will cross the western mount- 
ains about tbe llth, tbe great central 
valleys about the 13th, and the Eastern 
States about the 15th. 
, 


STT7DYINO ELECTRICITY. 


It is believed that all substances are 


attended by electricity, but it cannot 
always be detected. The presence of 
electricity is known when a substance 
has more or less than its natural quan- 
tity. When more, the electricity man- 
ifests its presence by an effort to get 
away from the substance, aed when less 
it develops force in trying to go from 
substances containing more or plus to 
the substances containing less, or 
minus. 


These are relative terms, however, 


and that which is negative to one sub- 
stane may be positive to another, be- 
cause one may contain less electricity 
than a second and more electricity 
than a third. 


To illustrate: In these latitudes a 


greater portion of electricity comes 
to the earth than goes from it, while 
near the earth's equator the reverse 
is true. In these latitudes, therefore, 
space is accounted positive and the 
earth negative. The upper stratum of 
clouds is called positive because elec- 
tricity comes from it to the next strat- 
um below it. Counting from above 
downward, the second stratum is pos- 
itive to the third and negative to the 
flrs't, because the electric force is all 
the time coming downward, and the 
stratum of clouds next to the earth 
contains more electricity than any of 
those above, and yet is called negative 
as to those above and positive as to the 
earth. 


All this entanglement comes from 


scientists endeavoring to establish a 
class language. Let us say plus and 
minus instead of "positiveand negative, 
and the subject will be greatly simpli- 
fied. 


But plus and minus are relative 


terms, and do not mean, absolutely, the 
greater and smaller quantities, but 
greater and smaller tensions. Suppose 
we measure electricity by the bushel 
and we take two equal quantities, a 
bushel in each, putting one into a hogs- 
head of earth and the other into a 
barrel of earth. Each of these meas- 
ures would contain a bushel of elec- 
tricity, the same quantity exactly in 
each. 
The electricity in the barrel 


would be positive to the electricity in 
the hogshead, and would run out of 
the former into the latter till the 
space in each would contain the same 
amout per cubic foot of earth. If 
steam in a boiler has a pressure of 100 
pounds to the square inch, you will 
readily understand 
that the same 


amount of steam in a boiler twice as 
large would only have a pressure of 
fifty pounds to the square inch. In 
the small boiler the tension of this 
steam would be double what it would 
be in the larger boiler. 


By these illustrations it will be 


readily understood what is meant by 
tension, and that plus and minus have 
reference to tension and not to quan- 
tity. 


If we rub two like substances to- 


gether no electricity appears. 
The 


electricity is certainly there, but as 
;he substances are alike one does not 
rob the other of its electricity, and con- 
sequently no unnatural quantity ap- 
pears in either. But if we take any 
;wo unlike substances and place them 
together, when they are separated 
minus electricity appeal s on one and 
plus oa the other, simply because one 
has robbed the other. If they are 
rubbed together the robbery is in- 
creased, one becomes more minus and 
the other more plus, and the greater 
the friction the greater will be the dif- 
ference in the electric tensions of the 
two substances. 


The two unlike substances rubbed 


together will contain equal amounts, 
one of plus and the other of minus 
electricity, orthodox electricians would 
say, while common sense says that the 
plus electricity on one substance is 
exactly what one has stolen from the 
other. Not a different kind, but merely 
a difference in amount or tension. 


Take a glass bottle with a round- 


headed glass stopper, and balance a 
wooden lath four feet long on this 
stopper. The glass bottle is a non- 
conductor of electricity, and will not 
permit the latter to go from the earth 
to the lath nor from the lath to the 
earth. Rub sealing wax or a stick of 
sulphur briskly with flannel and hold 
it near the end of the lath. The latter 
will be drawn toward the wax or sul- 
phur. Fragments of paper, bran, golc 
leaf, feathers, etc., will be attracted by 
the wax or sulphur, and any article 
hang by a slender thread will be 
attracted.

It is 
he same electricity everywhere jn- 
deavoring to distribute itself among 
everal objects, so that each will have 
ts own natural portion. Water will 
low from one pool to another until the 
evel in each is the same, and elec- 
ricity will flow from the object con- 
aining the plus amount or tension to 
he object containing the minus ten- 
ion till they are equalized. 
But electricians, in their efforts to 


>rove two kinds of electricity, will say 
hat two bodies containing minus elec- 
ricity repel each other, or if they con- 
,ain plus electricity they repel, while a 
plus and a minus will always attract 
each other. These facts do not prove 
,here to be two kinds of electricity, 
Pake two large boilers, each containing 
00 pounds of steam to the square inch 
connect them by a pipe, and there is 
no flow of steam from one to the other 
because they contain the same amount 
if steam tension. They repel each 
ither at the rate of 100 pounds to the 
square inch according to the size of 
he pipe that connects them. Two 
ither boilers with a pressure of fifty 
>ounds to the square inch would con- 
ain minus steam as compared with 
hose having a pressure of 100 pounds, 
md there would be no flow of steam 
rom one of these low pressure boilers 
o the other, because their steam ten- 
sions are alike. 


But connect one of the 100 pounds 


pressure boilers with one of the 50 
pounds pressure, and there will be a 
Teat rush of steam from one to the 
other till each contains 75 pounds of 
pressure. 


By such illustrative reasonings let 


us get rid of the fallacious idea that 
ertain effects are caused by mutual 
nftuencea of two entirely different 
cinds of electricity. One kind is all 
sufficient, and if we keep in mind that 
natural laws require every substance 


retain its own natural quantity and 


no more of that electricity, we can find 
a reason for all effects in the efforts of 
electricity to equalize itself among all 
substances, coming to rest only when 
such equalization has been effected. 
a

RELATING TO IMMIGRATION. 


An Act Designed to Secure a, Better 


Grade of Immigrants. 


Representative W. O. Stone of Penn- 


sylvauia has introduced the following 
bill in the House of Representatives: 


Be it enacted by the Senate and 
louse of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assem- 
bled, That no alien immigrant shall be 
admitted within the United States un- 
6ss he or she shall exhibit to the 
United States inspectors of arriving 
mmigrants at the place of admission a 
certificate signed by the United States 


onsul, or other authorized represen- 
;ative of the United States at the place 
nearest where said immigrant last re- 
sided, setting,!orth that the said Con- 
sul or other United States representa- 
ive has made an investigation con- 
cerning said immigrant, and that said 
mmigrant does not belong to the 
class or classes of alien immigrants ex- 
cluded from the United States under 
;he provisions of the act of Congress 
approved March third, eighteen nun 
dred and ninety-one, entitled "An act 
DL amendment to the various acts rela- 
;ive to immigration and the importa- 
;ion of aliens under contract or agree< 
ment to perform labor, its amendments 
or supplements," or by any other law 
of the United States that now exists, or 
may hereafter be passed. Said immi- 
grant shall, in addition, conform to all 
present requirements of law. 


It shall be the duty of United States 


Censuls and United States representa- 
tives in other countries to investigate 
and grant or withhold certificates, as 
shall be disclosed on investigation un- 
der the directions and instructions of 
the State Department, according to the 
laws of tbe United States, as aforesaid. 


SEC. 2. That this act shall take effect 


from and after the first day of January, 
Anno Domini eighteen hundred and 
ninety-five.

Everything Destroyed but the Turntable 


A JOUBNAL correspondent sends the 


following particulars of the Floriston 
fire: 


About 4:35 o'clock on the morning of 


the 25th inst. the hotel of S. H. Simonds 
was discovered to be en fire. The 
flames spread rapidly and the inmates- 
of the hotel, several of whom were 
asleep at the time the flre broke out, 
barely escaped with their lives. 


The flames shot high in the air and 


sparks from the burning building set 
flre to the icehouse of the National Ice 
Co. The flre also communicated with 
the lumber pile of the late firm of 
Smith & Jones and in a short time four 
freight cars which were standing on the 
woodtrack were blazing. The flames 
then reached the railroad depot and 
residence of E. W. Black and every- 
thing on the south side of the railroad 
track was burned, except a few piles of 
lumber and the turntable. Only seven 
buildings were left of the whole village 
and later in the day one of these—the 
railroad section house—was burned. 


The losses caused by the flre are: 
S. H. Simonds, $7,000, insured for $4,- 


000; Smith & Jones' lumber yard, loss 
$4,000,insured by Lonkey and Simouds, 
who are settling up the business of W. 
H. Smith, for' $2,000; National Ice Co., 
loss $6,000, insurance $2,000; Mason, 
Kidder & Co., loss $4,000, no insurance; 
E. W. Black, loss $600, insurance $400. 
Tho C. P. R. R. lost the depot, section 
house, four freight cars and other prop- 
erty, the aggregate value of which was 
about $8,000. 


The origin of the flre is not known. 


As the snow was crusted on the mount- 
ain side a force of men who were board- 
ing at the hotel had breakfast about 2 
o'clock in the morning and went up 
the mountain to commence sliding 
wood down on the crusted snow. They 
saw the flames break out from where 
they were at work, but beforo they 
could render any assistance the flre was 
beyond control. 


Nearly all those at the hotel lost 


their clothing in the flre and Mrs. Uly 
Simonds left the house barefooted.
